Explore the connections between two important piano trios, an early seminal work by Ravel and 
one of Fauré's last masterpieces. Ravel studied with Fauré in the late 1800s, gaining a clear sense 
of balance between classical form and romantic lyricism. Ravel’s subsequent experiments with 
rhythm and modality reflected Impressionism’s changing course of artistic approach, and Fauré’s 
later music certainly shows the influence of these innovations.

Debussy's novel use of instrumental and harmonic color to create diverse textures and 
atmospheres has inspired many composers. Two of his most influential chamber pieces are here 
paired with works by Toru Takemitsu, who filters Debussy’s instrumentation and impressionistic 
harmonic language through his own experience with ritualistic Far Eastern musical idioms, 
creating a soundscape that bridges musical cultures.
